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REMARKS 

Claims 1-17 have been deemed allowable by the Examiner. Applicants are appreciative 
of the Examiner's efforts in finding the claims allowable. 

Objection to the Drawings 

Figures 3 and 6-8 were objected to due to lack of clarity. In response and as discussed in 
a brief telephone conversation between Examiner and Applicants' attorney on October 19, 2005, 
Applicants attach hereto a clean copy of Figures 3 and 6-8. These were the same copies provided 
in PCT Application No. PCT/AU99/00267 5 from which this application claims priority.
